Madden and Haugen Clash. 

When Mr. Madden announced his

come to the stage where “one man 
could holp up its mandates.” 

In reply Mr. Madden denied any in- 
tention of holding up the will of con- 
gress, explaining that he had express- 
ed a personal opinion ag one of the 
35 members of: the appropriations 
committee. 

Representative Tincher directed his 
‘attack against Frank W. Murphy, of 
Wheaton, Minn., who, representing 
several farm organizations, has been 
a leading advocate for the Haugen 
price bill. He charged Murphy with 
practices which “were he a member of 
congress would justify his impeach- 
ment.” Adding that “Murphy wrote 
the Haugen bill and now hovers over 
us day and night.and writes half the 
speeches for house members support- 
ing the measure,” 

Assails Farm Paper. ° 

Mr. Tincher also attacked the “Prai- 
rie Farmer,” an Illinois publication, 
for asesrting that his bill “smells 
badly.” and charged it had printed

HOOVER CONTROL 
OF RADIO ATTACKED 
BY SENATE BODY 


Interstate Commerce 
Committee Says Radio 
Too Big for. One Man To 
Handle. 


Washington, May 8.—Attacking 
President Coolidge’s plan for retain- 
ing radio regulation in the depart- 
ment of commerce, under Secretary 
Hoover, the ‘senate intearsiate com- 
merce committee declarel that an in- 
dependent commission for regulation 
is absolutely necessary, in reporting 


commission. 

“The importance of radio and par- 
ticularly the probable influence it will 
develop to be in the social, political 
and economic life of the American 
people demand that congress establish 
an entirely independent body to take 
charge,” the report said. 

“The exercise of this power is 
fraught with such possibilitics that it 
should not be entrusted to any cne 
man nor to any administrative depart- 
ment ofthe government. This regula- 


tory power should be free from poli- 
tical influence or arbitrary control.” 


Hoover Not Mentionéd. 


The committee, in its report, did 
not mention Hoover by name. The 
secretary of commerce ccuferred some 
time ago with the two ranking repub- 
lican members, Cummins, ot Iowa and 
Watson, of Indiana, in tie intcrest of 
the White bill, passed by the house, 
which continues control undcr the de- 
partment of commerce, but sets up a 
quasipublic body to act under the de- 
partment.

Byrne. 

‘Byrne, his wife. and daughter were 
then guests of the Telford House, 
a resort hotel at the springs. The 
daughter was being treated as a tu- 
bercular patient of the sanitarium 
Sone to the hotel. She died there 
July 6 ; 

In anticipation of her death and 
to provide for subseugent contingen- 
cies, Byrne made a will on the 26th 
day of June, 1908, duly signed and 
witnessed; ut, evidently, after 
thoughts over nicht induced him. to 
have the will redrawn the next day. 
The new will was duly signed and 
witnessed on June 27, and this is 
the testament out of which the pres- 
ent curious state of affairs has 
arisen, 

Who Was Byrne? 


Byrne, the testator, is described in 
an affidavit made by one of the resi- 
dents of White Springs who becamé 
acquainted with him, as “a stout-built 
man, about 5 feet 10 inches tall, of 
a dark swarthy complexion, with long 
bushy hair and gray whiskers.” 

In his will Byrne describes himself 
as follows: 

“XIV. I was known and did busi- 
ness under two names, Wellington G,. 
Burn and William George Byrne, but 
the later is correct. My father’s name 
was Daniel George Byrne, my moth- 
ers name was Lucy Francis, born 
in Edinburgh, Scotland. ‘I was born 
an American subject. I always sign 
my cme! . documents with my 
cross X.

While sojourning at White Springs 
the Byrnes. were regarded as “the 
millionaire family.” Byrne accom- 
panied his wife and daughter several 
times on the public streets, but usually 
he went alone into the environs and 
remarked to passers-by on the beauty 
of the scenery. He was reserved and 
reticent. The only recollection of his 
conversations about himself are that 
he had been an- extensive traveler and 
was then “a retired stock broker.”

earried on. Athens scored 46 points 
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- Jackson, Ga., May 8.—In an in- 
formative and instructive talk to mem- 
bers of the Kiwanis club, B. M, Luf- 
burrow, state forester, sketched the 
serious situation facing the country 


as a result of forest devastation. 
Georgia for the first time, it was 
pointed out, is now finding it neces» 
sary to import lumber for building 
purposes, and he told of a bill now 
pending in congress that would pro- 
hibit exports of lumber. 

Timber ranks third as a resource 
in Georgia and seventeenth as an in- 
dustry and he said there are 22,000,- 
000 acres of land in, the state ad- 
mirably suited to growing timber. Mr. 
Lufburrow said there are 4,500  dif- 
ferent uses of wood im the world, and) 
he pointed, out that the growing of 
timber can be made a profitable and 
perpetual money crop. 

The greatest menace to growing | 
timber is forest fires, it was said. 
These fires kill young trées, damage 
mature trees and destroy important 
fertilizer materials. Forests have an 
important bearing on elimaté and rain- 
fall, and the speaker. declared the 
great drouth of last summer was due 
in large measure to forest devastation. 

The muddy streams of this section 
were formerly clear and he quoted fig- 
ures compiled by the state geologist to 
show that in the Savannah watershed 
alone 12 carloads of fertilizer value 
daily is carried to the ocean. 

Mr. Lufburrow told of the creation 
of the state department of forestry 
and outlined the educational campaigu 
now being carried on. The state and 
government cooperating will give 
help to any. landowner, it was stated, 
and he told of the formation of tim- 
ber protective associations where the 
landowners are assessed 1 cent per 
acre. Ninety per cent of the lands 
in Georgia will reproduce timber if 
fires are kept out, it was shown.

In Suicide Pact 


Oskaloosa, Iowa, May 8.—()—De- 
termined to escape legal difficulties 
on charges of operating a “diploma 
mill,’ dames W. Maclennan and his 
wife killed their six-year-old son and 
themselves. The three were found 
dead in a gas-filled room today. 
Maclennan, who posed as the presi- 
dent of “Oskaloosa college,’ was ar- 
rested Thursday after an investigation 
by a Des Moines newspaper of his 
institution. 

Notes and letters left by the couple 
said they agreed to end the lives of 
the family as a means of escaping 
punishment, and to avoid hiring at- 
torneys, as he did not have sufficient 
funds to defend himself in court. 

The letters, which were turned over 
to the district court by Mrs. Maclen- 
nans mother, Mrs. Valley McIntosh, 
caid the Maclennans did not have 
money to fight what they described as 
the “unjust” charges against Mr. 
Maclennan and that they were “ready 
to die.” 

Diplomas priced from $5 to $85, 


without visiting the college, were dis- 
sed of by Maclennan, authorities 


earned, and he was charged with us-* < 
i 


ing the mails to defraud. 

W. M. Robinson, grocer-president 
of Maclennan’s board of trustees, told 
investigators he signed diplomas for 
25 cents each during 1922, but for 
the last three years had permitted the 
rubber 
stamp for nothing. 

Aside from his wife, who also was 
listed in the college catalogue as hav- 
ing a long list of degrees. no member 
of Maclennan’s “faculty” named in 
college literature sent to all parts of 
the world, was found. 

Maclennan’s father resided in Fin- 
gal, Ontario.

Where Kidd-Byrne Comes In. 

Here the question arises: How did 
the Rey. David Samuel Kidd Byrne, 
the quasi modern “Tichborne claim- 
ant,”’ come into the pciture and the 
proceedings? 

He is a son of Arthur Kidd and 
Elizabeth Kidd (his wife, nee Kliza- 
heth Wood), who were married Oc- 
tober 19, 1856, and to whom this 
boy was born in thé village of Bewd- 
ley, county of Northumberland, Can- 
ada, July 28, 1868.

Other Angels Give Help. 


One day ‘in a recent year there

“XVII. It is my will that no copies 
of will or codicils be given out by 
the probate officials to disinterested 
persons not mentioned in the will; nor 
by attorneys or solicitors. 

“XVIII. It is my will that all 
beneficiaries or next of kin mnst not 
mortgage or assign their interest to 
raise money named in my will: if so, 
they will forfeit their claims, the same 
being null and void.” 

Earlier in the will paragraph XIII 
declared : 

_ “It is my will, on account of my 
illiteracy,, that the bank registers 
hold nds and securities to safe- 
lard “My interest; they being. the 
irst National Banks of America.” 

But in how many “First National 
banks” had he such deposits and where 
one or many of them were actually 
located he did net specify. 

Under the laws of Florida the as- 
sets of an estate must be filed with 
the will, so far as they are known, 
and others likewise registered as dis- 
covered by executors or administra- 
tors. But the will itself also provides 
for like precautions, for in the codicil 
the testator declared: 

“XXI. All assets in my estate must 
be sold, converted into cash and paid 
into the court, and recorded in the 
publie register thereof, including all 
eash and bonds.”

Berlin, May 8.—While trade union 
ists spo@sor a strike which harasses 
England, Germany has seen the for- 
mation of another vastly different 
group of unionist® which has for its 


object the restoration of former Kais- 
er Wilhelm to the throne. 

They are tdilers in the vineyard of 
William Hohenzollern ag Doorn and 
call themselves “gardners.” Although 
discouraged at initial result’, they 
continue to cultivate and build up the 
monarchial spirit in Germany. 

Most of these “gardners” are re- 
cruitg from the ranks of former offi- 
cers of the high command. They are 
said to spend their leisure time in 
drawing liberal pensions and paving 
the way for the former kaiser’s re- 
turn to Berlin. 

Their band is known as a union, 
but they have no patience with union- 
ism as it is most commonly under- 
stood in the world today. 

The monarchist “garden” is divided 
int “sub-gardens” presided «er by 
a “head gardner” who plans the labor 
of his assistants. Instructions to 
these chiefs are said to"emanate from 
Doorn, from whence also’ comes the 
main impetus of the movement. 

Lieutenant Colonel Von Steuben. 
one of the distinguished ‘gardeners,’ 
deplores the lack of response to his 
own and his colleagues’ appeals. 

“What I fail to understand; what 
my pen almost refuses to writg, is the | 
manner in which even high¥officers 
turn away when the kaiser fs men- 
tioned,” he said. “Also I cannot, nor 
ean my fellow ‘gardeners’ -understand 
the lukewarm attitude of women to 
our movement. The women invari- 
ably. claim that the kaiser should not 
have fled Germany. And one way 
argue with them for hours and they 
will at the end return to the origina!

Part of Harvard 
Student Record 


Cambridge, Mass., “May 8—(P—| 
The Harvard Liberal club will say to- 
morrow in its publication, The Gadfly, 
that Professor Henry Pennypackér, 
chairman of the committee on ad- 
missions at Harvard has stated that 


racial characteristics are considefed 
upon applicants for admission and 
that “race is part of the record.’’ 

The quoted ,statement adds _ that ; 
race “is by no means the whole rec- 
ord and no man will be kept out on 
grounds of race.”’ 

The editors of the student organ 
said that Mr. Pennypacker had certi- 
fied as correct the statements attri- 
buted. to him..Mr. Pennypacker could 
not be reached -tonight. 

‘The whole record does include evi- 
dences .of the candidate’s character, 
personality and promise.”’ the quoted 
statemént reads, “his fitness to give 
the most to Harvard and to derive 
the most from what Harvard has to 
offer. Traits of character which tend 
to prevent a boy from becoming a part 
»of our great fellowship of Harvard 
will be weighed. Among these traits 
may be extreme racial characteristics. 
Race is a part of the record. It is 
by no means the whole record “, 
no man will be kept out on grou 
of race, but those racial areca: 
tics which make for race isolation 
will, if they are borne by the individ- 
ual, will be taken into consideration

Of course, there will be criti- 
cisms. It will be said that Harvard 
is discriminating on grounds of race.

All they have 
to do is to spread ‘their stops over 
more ground. 

“For instance, you are approach- 
ing a stop street, or a red traffic sig- 
nal. Instead of maintaining your rate 
of speed to the last moment, and 
stopping in the last 30 feet, cut off 
the gas early, and then make gentle 
applications of the brake to ease the 
car down to & standstill in a distance 
of 60 or 80 feet.

RECALLS HEROIC AND (SUCCESSFUL EFFORT :: 


Path of Admiral Peary 


King's Bay, Spitzbergen, May 8.— 
(By The Associated Press.)—Of all 
the exploring parties now séeking to 


reach the north pole through the air, 
the expedition of Commander Richard 
E. Byrd more than any other recalls 
the heroic and finally successful ef- 
forts of Admiral Robert E. Peary. 
Byrd selected Peary Land as the key 
base for his Attempted flights to the 
pole. Then, too, the commander set 
said from New York on April 6, the 
anniversary date of Peary’s discovery 
of the pole in 1909. 
For their base, 
Amundsen and Lincoln . Ellsworth 
chose King’s Bay, while Captain 
George H. Wilkins decided upon 
Point Barrow, Alaska, neither of 
which Peary ever used. 

In connection with all the expedi- 
tions, it is known that in his last 
years Peary believed in air craft as 
the best means of navigating the 
Arctic. Where Peary devoted 23 
years in reaching the pole, any of the 
present expeditions may do it in a 
few weeks. 

Peary Land received its name from 
the fact that in 1900 Peary went up

Lumberman Dies 
As Fires Destroy

Richmond, Va., May 8.—(#)— 
Hundreds of persons—national guards- 
men, federal and state forestry offi- 
cials and volunteers—were attempt- 
ing today to control three major for- 
est fires in Virginia that have caused | 
one déath, destroyed thousands of 
acres of valuable timber lands. and 
swept before them some dwellings, 
stables, houses and schools and killed 
many horses, cattle and hogs. 


Other smaller blazes are believed to! 


be under control, but are requiring 
the attention of fire-fighters to keep 
them. from spreading 

Frank M. Hurst, a Alexandria, is 
believed to have lost his life in a 
fire on Craig’s creek, about six miles 
from Blacksburg. A battery of coast 
artillery fought this blaze wl night 
and soon after returning to their ar- 
mory at Blacksburg this morning were 
recalled to the scene when a fresh 
breeze spread the flames over a 10- 
mile front. Frantic appeals for help 
from the fire zone said every availa; 
ble man was needed to curb the fire. 

In Nelson county more than 15,- 
000 acres of virgin forest have been 
consumed by flames which are still 
burning in the vicinity of Roseland, 
according to reports to the supervisor 
of the Natural Bridge National For- 
est. These reports declared dwellings, 
stables and tobacco and schoolhouses 
had been destroyed and horses, cattle 
and hogs killed. The fire has burned 
a triangle from Bryant to Livingston 
on one side and from Bryant to 
Stagebridge on the other side. 

Governor Byrd was appealed to for 
help in fighting a fire on the south- 
ern tip of Shenandoah- National park, 
just east.of Harrisonburg. The fire, 
he was told, already had destroyed 
10,000 acres of timber. One hundred 
men were ordered into this area, while 
the governor sought means to pay 
them for their efforts.

road industry by the Watson-Parker 
bill under consideration by the senate. 

‘William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, stated 
that there is a decided tendency to- 
ward such cooperative efforts and 
pointed out in an interview that em- 
ployers and workers in a number of 
industries already have set up such 
machinery, notably the pressmen, the 
typographical unions and street car 
organizations. 

Watch Developments. 
While the American Federation of 


Labor does not countenance general 
strikes as a usual policy, the disas- 
trous results that may come from the 
strike might be duplicated 
on a smaller scale in a_ prolonged 
strike of one industry in this country, 
and labor leaders here, as well as 
industrial chieftains, are watching the 
developments abroad closely. hey 
may be expected to look around for 
ways to prevent tie-ups in this country. 

The success of railroad executives 
and railway workers in agreeing on 
a form of mediation machinery for 
this great industry is noteworthy, and 
illustrates what can be done by others. 

This: case is somewhat different 
from others, in that legislation is 
pos to set up the machinery. Other 
such machinery within industry has 
been set up merely by agreement, and 
this course is the one that is ordi- 
narily taken. Because of the very na- 
ture of the railroad industry, estab- 
lishment of mediation machimery by 
law is necessary. The legislation 
pending is a departure, too, in that 
it provides voluntary iation, in- 
stead of compulsory settlement, which 
was sought by the railroad labor board 
and resulted in failure. Neither side 
was pleased with the labor board, 
which the bill abolishes. 

Establishment of mediation machin- 
ery is up to individual trade unions. 
The American Federation of Labor 
takes no part. 


Up te Workers. 


“The workers must deteruine for 
themselves,” Green said. “Officers of 
the railroad organizations agreed up- 
on the plan provided by the Watsoa- 
Parker bill.” 

While Green pointed out the ten- 
dency in the direction of agreements 
for medidtion machinery within in- 
dustries, he said that .ace time prob- 
ably is not ripe for appiication in 
every industry. 

He was asked about sa.h an ngree- 
ment for the coal indusity, which is 
next in importance as regards public 
welfare to the railroads, and pointed 
out again that such a sicp will be 
}up to the coal unions and the oper- 
ators. The unions and tac operators 
could. agree among themselves upon 
arbitration machinery, ne explained. 
No such agreement is in s.ght yet. 

The American Federaiwn of Labor 
is opposed’ to coal legisiation, such as 
is now pending in congc2ss. Among 
other things, this would st a media- 
tion commission, but this form of er- 
hitration has not been approved by the 
unions or the operators. 

“We don’t see how coal can be con- 
trolled by legislation,” wreen said. “It 
is an economic rather tuan a political 
problem. Legislation would only make 
a bad situation worse.”

American gratitude garlands ef- 
figies and the tomb of Washington 
every 22d of Febryary and Ameri-

BARRETT AND BOOZE. 

Federal Judge Barrett, of the 
southern district of Georgia, is 
thoroughly fixed in his purpose to 
teach voluntary violators of the 
Volstead act that it is a real law 
and that he wiil surely and severely 
enforce it with becoming penalties. 
It is of record in the department 
of justice at Washington that Judge 
Barrett,’in that respect, has regis- 
tered a high and approved status 
for his court. 

But Judge Barrett is finding that 
his purpose “to make prohibition 
prohibit” is greatly nullified by the 
state courts that handle the offend- 
ers first. They have adopted, as 
by common consent, the practice of 
imposing alternative penalties upon 
liquor criminals. They set a fine 
and a prison term, with the condi- 
tion that if the fine is paid the 
prison term is remitted. The re- 
sult is that the courts have become 
fee collectors for their officials and 
the confessed or convicted crimi- 
nals buy practical immunity at bar- 
gain prices. 

In Macon this week Judge Bar- 
rett caustically commented upon 
this travesty of law and justice and 


thus dickered with complaisant 
courts that he would respect such 
practice no longer. No future plea 
of double jeopardy will be honored 
in. his court. 

No matter what any of us may 
think of the wisdom and practi- 
cality of the prohibition laws, we 
must consent that the constitution 
Should be respected by all citizens 
and the laws to uphold it be én- 
forced honorably by all . courts. 
‘Less than that spells the rotting of 
the sills of government and the 
dragging of justice to the market 
place or the guillotine. 

Our courts are the bulwarks of 
our rights and the parapets of our 
common protection. They must 
function without prejudice, partial- 
| ity or purchaseability; otherwise the 
| fabri¢ of free and honest govern- 
| ment will perish between the porch 
and the altar. 


COUNSEL TO JAZZ BOYS. 

A jazz-infected youth, son of a 
wealthy New York family, decided 
to joy-ride home from Miami. He 
hired a touring car for 1 day, but 
kept right on to Broadway, where 
he was nabbed and taken to court 
on a grand larceny charge. His fa- 
ther paid the $1,100 taxi bill, 
Shipped the car to the owners and 
begged “another chance” 
boy. The judge yielded, but, in 
discharging the young roustabout, 
Said to him: 


“Go, now, and try to live up to 
the reputation and fine standing of 
your father in this community. Go

No doubt the reader has already 
raised the question. whether’ the 
preacher -has not been picturing the 


ideal mother, rather than the usual 
mother of our day. That is exactly 
the question which shoul@ be raised. 
I am trying to suggest the supreme 
privilege, and the divine responsibili- 
ty of motherhood. 


Where Is Mother? 

There has been a bable of voices, 
making a “confusion worse con- 
founded,” in a nation-wide debate, 
concerning the younger generation. 
In how many ways have we asked, 
“What is the matter with our young 
people?” We have forgotten that 


youth, in every generation, has had 
its exaggerations, its rebellions, its 
variations from the conventional stand- 
ards of the fathers and mothers. But 
granting, 
ment, that there is something pecu- 
liar in the shortcomings of the girls 
and boys of today, would not wisdom 
dictate that we should turn from our 
examination of whatever is startling 
and sensational in the expression of 
the life of youth, and carefully ex- 
amine the source of that life? If 
there is granted to motherhood the 
supreme and dominant opportunity 
for the molding of character, and the 
direction of the growth of the person- 
ality of the child, shall we not ask, in 
solemn insistance, how has she met 
this responsibility? 

We American people are often the 
slaves of sentimental phrases. How 
piougly and patly we repeat, “home 
is where mother is.’ Have those 
words any meaning—any vital 
nificance—in the life of today? 


When we think of the peripatetic ex- 
istence which so many women live, if 
“home is where mother is,” then how 
many of the children, of the nation, 
are homeless, even though they dwell 
in houses of comfort. What possible 
meaning can the proverb, “the hand 
that rocks the cradle rules the world,” 
have ina generation where that hand 
fails to care for its babies, or lead the 
children of its own household? Just 
because we have that high ideal of 
motherhood, nothing is so tragically 
pathetic in the life of civilization as 
a mother ruled by the undisciplined 
desires of childhood, and the victim 
of the whims and moods of the youth 
of the community. 

As we mark with flowers and mes- 
sages our loyalty to the sacred asso- 
ciations and loving memories, which 
cling and cluster about the mothers 
of the past, will it not be well for 
the mothers of today to be asking, 
with solemn earnestness, what mem- 
ories and what associations will the 
coming generztion have on_ the 
“Mothers’ Days” of the future.

The newspapers have blazoned the 
news of her disappearance with pic- 
tures and descriptions of her. Em- 
ployees and managers of practically 
every hotel and restaurant in London 
have been questioned.

On the fatal Friday of her disappear- 
ance, Sylvia went to the art school at 
which she worked,’ apparently in the 
best of spirits.

They entered a shop in Shaftes- 
bury avenue -where Sylvia ate her 
crumpets and drank her tea with her 
usual appe'‘te and her usual good hu- 
mor. 

The three girls were chatting mer- 
rily when Sylvia glanced at her watch 
and exciaimed, “Oh, I. must hurry 
away because | am meeting some 
friends to go to the theater and | 
mustn’t keep them waiting.” 


She showed not a trace’ of nervous- 
ness or anxiety, as she said good-by 
airily to her friends and left the shop. 


All: unavail- 
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Did she really have an appoint- 
ment? .If so, with whom? From the 
moment the door of the tea shop 
closed behind her everything concern- 
ing her has: been shfouded in the deep- 
est mystery, 

Shaftesbury avenue is a crowded 
thoroughfare, always filled with the- 
atergoers and traffic. It would be al- 
most impossible, it would seem, to kid- 
nap any one in this brightly lighted 
theatrical district. But it is never im- 
possible to trap a: girl. A fake mes- 
sage from her father by one .who 
claimed to know her might have some 
chance of success. Frank and spon- 
taneous herself, Sylvia would not be 
liable to suspect duplicity in others. 

London.is said to be the safest city 
in the world. But is any large city 
safe for a young, pretty and trusting 
girl? There are various danger spots 
in London, chief among them. being 
Limehouse and Pennyfields, the haunt 
of the dope traffickers, gamblers, pick- 
pockets, thieves, gangsters and hold-up 
men. Close to the East India docks, it 
has probably as dangerous a floating 
population as anywhere in the world. 
Criminals of all nations gravitate to 
Limehouse, It is a maze of winding 
streets, in which are squat little houses 
huddled together, broken only by dark 
alleys that open into the slum. Num- 
berless of these wretched hovels have 
been built by their oriental occupants 
and have underground passages, con- 
cealed by trap doors, connecting with 
each other. A helpless prisoner could 
be hidden for months, perhaps forever 
by criminals familiar with these strange 
byways., 

Is clear-sKinned, bright-eyed Sylvia 
being held in one of these dens, a vic- 
tim to the Chinaman’s of the Lascar’s 
viciousness? Is she seeking in vain to 
communicate with the outside world, 
to give some sign that she is forcibly 
held? Or, if she has been decoyed 
into so ghastly a place, will she want 
io be rescued or will. she, in her degra- 
dation and despair, wish that her fate 
should remain unknown? 

Some such agonizing thoughts as 
these are torturing Sylvia’s broken- 
hearted family, and spur the police to 
almost superhuman effort.’ The hope 
held by her family that she might have 
gone away willingly is dashed by the 
discovery that she had on her only a 
little money, while her solid banking 
account still remains untouched and her

But Sylvia’s disappearance is not the 
only one of its kind to shock London. 

Only a few weeks ago, the little six- 
teen-year-old Audrey Ingold vanished 
in much the same way. 

Audrey, although so young, was an 
exceptionally brilliant pianist and she 
came from Australia with her mother 
to study in England. Her father was 
dead and there were only these two, 
who were all in all to each other. 

They took a little house in London 
and Audrey commenced her studies. 
Apparently she was interested in little 
other than her music to which she de- 
voted all her time. 

And then one morning, when her 
mother went to call her for breakfast, 
her room was empty, the bed had not 
been slept in!

“Trust a dog’s judgment of a 
man, or a cat's friendship for a 
woman” is a quotation sometimes 
used; is it based upon fact?

Then Dorothy dropped the pistol, 
took a small sum of money from a 
drawer, packed a bag with a few 
clothes and left to go to the forbid- 
den party..

Only Dor- 
othy knows, and perhaps even today 
Dorothy herself isn’t certain. 


She delayed her arrival at the party 
long enough to rent a room in a cheap 
boarding house only two miles from 
her own home. Since Dorothy no 
longer had a mother to bother her 
over late hours, the party lasted a long 
lime. Afterward one of the boys took 
her to the boarding house. 


Iw the. meantime her brother Earl 
had returned. And he found his 


mother’s room still tainted with the 
odor of powder, his mother dead upon 
the floor and his own automatic lying 
near her. Dorothy was gone, and 
with her a small bag, some ‘clothing

it didn’t seem possible, and yet that 
was the obvious conclusion.

Unnatural Crime. 


And the police decided that, how- 
ever unnatural the crime might have 
been, Dorothy was the logical suspect. 
They found Dorothy from informa- 
tion given by one of the youths in 
her set. She was in her room looking 
over newspaper accounts of the slay- 
ing and resting from the exertions of 
another party. Very calm and Sself- 
possessed, she went with them to the 
police station. 

There she told a story of a dope- 
fiend, “Jimmie Lamar,” breaking inte 
the house and killing her mother. She 


status with the general public; there- 
alter she was known as the “Tiger 
Girl,” as “Jazz Baby,” as “Fiery 
Dot.” And interest inthe murder 
case, up until then restricted rather 
well to San Francisco, spread through- 
out the newspapers of the wold. 

American papers used it as an ex- 
ample of the decadence of the mod- 
ern generation of youth; foreign pa- 
pers published the story as an example 
of the workings of prohibition, 

Serious attempts were made to 
eliminate the cheap jazz parlors, the 
real background for the crime, from 
San Francisco—without greatly alter- 
ing conditions, incidentally. 

Dorothy not only liked the pub- 
licity, but she aided it by writing a 
history of her life for a newspaper 
Syndicate, adding a touch of uncon- 
Scious humor to the scene by writ- 
ing an “Advice to Young Girls” article 
as one. of the series of stories. She 
showed no grief at the loss of her 
mother, no horror at the memory of 
her deed. She was simply indifferent, 
The one time she really showed spirit, 
before her trial, was when the police 
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started to round up some of the 

friends mentioned in her diary; then 

she was truly indignant, claiming that 

what she had done was of her own 

accord. Her friends, she declared, 

had in no way been responsible. 
Fitting Grief. 

And the only time she showed grief 
was during the course of the coroner’s 
inquest, on January 17, The jury 
and witnesses sat-in a small room, at 
one end of which hung a white screen; 


a police stereopticon of the little bed- 


room, showing the mother on the 
floor with a gaping wound in the back 
of her head, was flashed on the screen 
for the jury to see. 

Dorothy, sitting with Policewom- 
an Sullivan in a corner of the room, 
gasped and buried her head in the po- 
licewoman’s arms. She did not regain 
her composure for some time. The 
coroner’s jury, of course, held her for 
trial. 

That brought up napihes question: 
Since she was less than 17, she was 
under the jurisdiction of the juvenile 


court and the maximum sentence of 


the juvenile court was seven years. 
This was settled, however, when 
Judge Frank J. Murasky, of the juve- 
nile court, waived jurisdiction over 
the case and Dorothy nonchalantly 
waived the protection of the juvenile

Throughout that period, however, 
Dorothy had been steadily losing her 
composure. She fainted in the court- 
room two and three times a day, had 
hysterics and quarreled with her coun- 
sel. On March 31 her attorneys, Wal- 
ter McGovern, Alexander Mooslin and 
Sylvester McAtee, suddenly asked the 
jury to decide as to her sanity. Dor- 
ethy promptly had hysterics and faint- 
ed for the ninth time since the trial 
had started. 

Judge Louderback, after hearing a 
report from Dr. Ball, defense psychi- 
atrist,« granted her attorneys’ request 
and the jury was instructed to decide 
upon her sanity. 

Then came the most unusual, or 
else the most skillfully planned, insan- 
ity trial in a murder case in the his- 
tory of American courts. 


Alienists showed irrefutably by cer- 


taim facts that Dorothy was not re- 


sponsible for what she did; prosecu- 
tion alienists showed by the same 
facts, but by a different interpretation, 
that Dorothy was menially responsible 
for all her actions. The jury listened 


to the same facts being interpreted 
two ways by specialists and wondered 
what to believe. 

Dorothy’s own actions decided their 
From the start she had pro- 
During the 


opinion. 
tested the insanity plea. 


That seemed to close = case. The 
public generally was satisfied with that 
verdict, for it could not conceive of a 
Sane girl murdering her own mother 
in a fit of anger. 


Then, on May 20, Dr. Scanland, 
superintendent of the asylum, and nine 
doctors at the institution declared that 
Dorothy was quite sane and in every 
way responsible for her crime. 


A new trial on the murder charge 
was set for June 15, but postponed 
later when Dorothy developed a case 
of appendicitis. She was operated 
upon, recovered and faced a new trial 
on August 11. 

At her insanity trial, Dorethy had 
Seemingly been terribly angry with 
her attorneys for seeking to prove her 
insane. She had ‘obstructed them in 
every way, aiding the prosecution 
openly—perhaps a little too openly; 
vet, with her new trial starting, no 
signs of her anger remained. She re- 
tained her former lawyers without a 
moment’s hesitation; there never was 
even a rumor to the effect that she 
intended to secure new legal aid. 


Was she, then, acting a part during 
the course of her trial for insanity? 
Were her fits of anger, her fainting 
spells and hysterics bits of consum- 
mate acting or did the period spent 
in the insane asylum change her? 

In the second trial her lawyers 
made no attempt to prove she had not

insanity trial, time and again, she 
blocked her own lawyer’s efforts by 
appealing to the court itself from a 
question asked where that question 
might tend to prove her insanity. At 
one time she grew so angry at her 
own lawyer that she threw a glass of 
smelling salts at him in the courtroom. 
Her father came into court and 
testified that he had been addicted to 
liquor and that shortly before Doro- 
thy had been born his wife had at- 
tacked him without any cause. ° 
Skeptical Jury. 

‘The jury, frankly, was skeptical. 
Insanity as an excuse for murder was 
becoming too common. Experts on 
insanity disagreed entirely too much. 
But Dorothy’s actions were concrete 
examples of something, either insan- 
ity or the greatest bit of acting ever 
seen in a courtroom. 

On April 9 the jury found Dorothy 
insane and she was committed to the 
State asylum for the insane at Napa. 


committed the crime charged, nor did 
they attempt to disprove damaging 
character facts brought out at the 
time. She was, they said, but the 
product of her environment; the re- 
sponsibility for her actions lay not 
with her, but with those who permit- 
ted such conditions for children to 
exist. To begin with, they declared, 
the girl was insane; expert testimony 
such as had been presented at the first 
trial testified to this. 


McGovern, one of her lawyers, in 
a remarkably able speech for the de- 
fense, concluded with: 

“Dorothy Ellingson—not the jazz 
girl, but the girl who never had a 
chance!’’ 


Sentimental Jury. 

Women jurors wept openly, men 
jurors wiped their eyes with their 
handkerchiefs. and coughed huskily. 
Against this, the prosecution said that 
Dorothy had really killed her mother 
wecause She was afraid of being sent

away to a reform school and was fur- 
ther angered at being denied the priv- 
ilege of going to the dance. 

The jury balanced this against Mc- 
Govern’s oratorical ability—and Mc- 
Govern’s speech won. After 12 hours 
end 15 minutes, the jury found Dor- 
othy guilty but only of manslaughter. 
it could have found her guilty of mur- 
der in the first degree, murder in the 
second degree, manslaughter—or ac- 
cuitted her, But since she had openty 
confessed the killing, it could hardly 
acquit, 

On August 26, 1925, Judge Haroid 
Louderback sentenced her to from one 
to ten years in the San Quentin peni- — 
tentiary. 

After serving six months of this in- 
determinate sentence, Dorothy ap- 
plied for a parole to which she then 
became eligible. 

‘Neither the governor nor the board 
of prison directors approved of mak- — 
ing matricide a crime subject to a six- 
month term in San Quentin. 

So recently the board of prison 
directors met, discussed the various 
aspects of the case—including Doro- 
ihy’s attitude throughout the trial— 
and ruled that she must serve the max- 
imum sentence imposed ater her con- 
viction.

* Kahlenberg, of the University of Wis- 


consin. It might not have hurt so 
much if Professor Kahlenberg had not 
done it with such a maddening air of 
innocence and unconcern, as though 


he was serenely unaware of my exist- 


ence, let alone my teachings. Of 
course, | can’t prove the professor was 
dissembling, but—well, listen to my 
Story and then judge for yourself, 
that’s all I ask. 


It seems that I had asserted repeat- 
edly and in that irritating way I have, 
that positively and absolutely nothing, 
be it food, drink, medicine or poison, 
is or can be absorbed through the nor- 
mal unbroken skin, and this arbitrary 
assertion naturally carried with it the 
implication that things purporting to 
penetrate or be absorbed through the 


skin are humbugs and people believ- 


ing in ‘such things ‘are simpletons. 


Naturally this aroused the animosity 
of a good many people—people who 
exploit humbugs and people who like 
to be -humbugged. That isn’t a bad 

an, for sometimes a big nostrum, 
ood or cosmetic manufacturer lets 
himself go in a fit of rage and founds 
or endows a research institution or a 


college or something, to prove his 
honesty. On the other hand, some- 
times he just fits a pair df snubbers 
on me. 

Well, we were having a grand time 
over it, and it was diverting to see all 
the correspondence and all the propa- 
ganda that grew out of this simple 
assertion of what, up to the sickening 
moment when Professor Kahlenberg 
tossed in his contribution, I had as- 
sumed an unassailable and unexcep- 
tionable physiological fact. Psysiol- 
ogy has always. been a firm, solid 
foundation to rest on, and | think this 
is the first time it has ever shown the 
Slightest tendency to give Way or 
crumble under me. 7 
- If only I could have hollered ‘‘Pro- 
fessor Kahlenberg? Who is he— 
what does he know about the mat- 
ter?’’——but no, even that small com- 


fort was denied me, for it seems that : 


the professor took good care to have 
a high reputation in the field of chem- 
istry before he ventured to intimate 
that my teachings about the capacity 
of the skin to absorb was not alto- 
gether so. He merely reported in a 
scientific journal that according to 
some experiments he had carried out 
it is possible to cause the unbroken 
skin to absorb boric acid. 1 think the 
professor accomplished this by means 
of electrolysis or ionization or some- 
thing like that. Even so, I can’t for 
the lite of me see why he had to spill 
it just when I was going to the mat 
with the exploiters and the exploited 
on that little point. 1 can neither for- 
get nor forgive Professor Kahlenberg 
for his untimely contribution. To be 
sure, he acknowledged that boric acid 
was the only blessed thing he had 


been able to make the human hide ab- 
sorb, so the exploiting concerns will 
get little comfort or aid out of it, 
after all. But it does sort of flutter 
my Sails and cramp my style, which 
will afford the Wisenheimer family no 
little glee. 

Among the bits of propaganda 
which my insistence on the non-ab- 
sorbing capacity of the skin stimu- 
lated was a page of quotations in a 
proprietary house organ from ‘‘medi- 
cal authorities’? upon the absorption 
of iodin through the skin. But none 
of the many ‘authorities’? quoted in 
the manufacturer’s circular commits 
himself on the question; they merely 
mention the application of iodin to the 
skin. That some iodin may be inhaled 
when it is applied to the skin is likely 
enough, but that very fact invalidates 
any hasty conclusions that: the iodin 
is absorbed through the skin. Sucha 
thing has never been demonstrated, 
in respect to iodin, mercury, camphor, 
or any other medicinal substance ap- 
plied in lotion, salve or liniment, pro- 
vided the skin is 
scratched.

How to Take It. 

How should iodine be taken?  E,

Answer—In a large amount of wa- 
ter. Some people take it in a fit of 
despondency, but I do not recommend 
this method, because it so frequently 
proves a wash out.

you should consult your physician. I 
merely advise it as a preventive, for

Fooling the Phlegm. 

Some time ago you published a 
formula that would enable an elderly 
person to cough up flem that settles 
on her stomach. (Mrs. F. G.) 

Answer—One trick worth trying on 
the phlegm, especially in cases of 
chronic bronchitis, or bronchiectasis 
when. large quantities of sputum col- 
lect in the chest, is this: The phlegm 
is difficult to get up. All right, fool 
it. Let the patient assume the knee 
chest posture for a few minutes two 
or three times a day. 7 If the patient 
is too feeble for , then let him 
hang his head out $ver the edge of his 
bed and place his two hands on the 
floor and remain in that posture for 
a few minutes three times a day, to 
enable the phlegm to drain out of the 
chest, and the patient may expector- 
ate freely in this posture. 

Cataract Operation. 


1 am anxious to know how long be- 
fore an operation can be performed 
for cataract. 1 understand they can 
not operate until the patient becomes 
quite blind. A woman 69 years ald 
has a cataract in both eyes and is 
about half blind now. (M. R. J.) 

Answer—Oculists nowadays oper- 
ate successfully without waiting for 
complete “ripening” of cataract. It 
depends on individual conditions.

HE oldest Masonic todge in 
continuous existence in Amer- 
ica is Solomon’s. Lodge No. 
1, of Savannah, which was 
founded on February 10, 
1734, according to the rec- 

ords of the Grand Lodge of England. 


Thus the state of Georgia adds one 
more “first” to the impressive list of 
leadership in worthwhile things in 
idealism, in art, in industry, in inven- 
tion, in education and in abba st 
of civilization in America. 


Although the records of the lodge 
between the year of its organization 
and 1785, over 50 years, were lost 
during the disorder and destruction of 
the Revolutionary war period, only 
three pages of the minutes for the 
years 1756 and 1757 being in exist- 
ence out of that entire period, the 
records of the Grand Lodge in Eng- 
land show that its correspondence was 
scrupulously maintained through the 
entire period, its reports being noted 
year after year on the Grand Lodge 
minutes as from “the Lodge at Savan- 
nah.”’ Thus there can be no doubt 
that there was no actual break in the 
continuous existence of the lodge dur- 
ing that period, despite the loss or de- 
struction of its own records. 

In 1785, with the troubles of the 
Revolutionary war safely over, the af- 
fairs of the lodge were properly put in 
order and the record since that date 
is complete. 


The three pages of the minutes 
for 1756 and 1757, saved from the 
destruction which overtook other rec- 
ords of the period, form interesting 


_ Teading. 


As will be seen, the unknown secre- 


; tary who kept the minutes of Solo- 


mon’s Lodge 170 years ago—and 
whose name appears in connection 
with his office nowhere in the remain- 
ing fragment of his work—left en- 
during evidence that he was a pains- 
taking official and an intelligent and 
educated man. His systems of capi- 
talization and abbreviation would not 
pass muster with a modern proof: 
reader, but they were entirely correct 
in his time. He crossed his t’s and 
dotted his i’s with conscientious care 
and although his ‘‘s’’ is of the old-fash- 
ioned long tc it is perfectly 
formed, as are all his other letters. 
His manuscript is clear as in the long 
gone days and nights in which he 
wrote it, except where vicissitudes of 
war and travel, neglect and many and 
various ownerships have marred it 
with torn corners and, here and there, 
obliterations, apparently from drop- 
pings of acid or some strong fluid. 


Page 12, the one of the three 
which is reproduced here, evi- 
dently is part of the lodge by-laws, or 
rules, accepted, as another page 
shows, at a meeting in 1756. One of 
the three pages is merely the begin- 
ning of a minute of a meeting which 
never was completed. Obviously the 
Secretary sometimes trusted to his 
memory—as secretaries are said 
to do to this day—and 


forgot to finish his work. In 
several places he left blanks of 
dates or names to be filled in later, 
and they remained unfilled. On one 
page he made a notation of four lines 
in a short hand which nobody of the 
present can decipher. It may have re- 
ferred to secret work or have been a 
memorandum for his private informa- 


tion. The page seyen‘of the minutes 
contains a list of brethren present and 
absent and an outline of the proceed- 


ings at a meeting in 1756. The full 
membership of the lodge in the two

The fragment of the minutes con- 
sists of 24 pages of very heavy white 
unruled letter paper, large size, made. 
into a rough book by folding the 
sheets. 
folds until it became the property of 
the Library of Congress. -It is safely 
enclosed now in strong, heavy orna- 
mental covers and kept as a treasure 


in the “Peter Force Collection.” The 
lodge secretary kept his pages in or- 


der and wrote, in his clear masculine 
hand, on both sides. 


The identical resolutions of Senator 
George and Representative Edwards 


for return of the manuscript to the 
present Solomon’s Lodge at Savannah 
will be adopted unquestionably. The 
lodge has offered to pay the govern- 
ment for the priceless relic, but it is 
hardly possible that the offer will be 


-accepted. The return to the lodge of 


its minutes after separation of a cen- 
tury and a half will be a gift. The 
sympathetic interest of Masons and 
patriotic organizations of the entire 
country and of the many brethren of 
the ancient order in both houses of 
congress has been enlisted by the re- 
markable and probably unprecedented 
conditions. Members of Solomon’s 
Lodge will be the first Americans in 
many years to receive from the 
United. States government a valuable 
stolen by British soldiers some time 
between 1775 and 1782. The for- 


mer date is suggested by the fact that. 


a strong force of British occupied the 
town then. 


‘ The revolution was brewing and'the 
British soldiers that year organized at 
Savannah a masonic lodge of their 
own, chartered by the Grand Lodge 
of England as_ the 
Lodge.” It is possible that the Eng- 
lish not-only declined to sit in lodge 
with the rebellious Americans, but 
looted their minutes, which must have 
been kept in a private house or office 
as the recovered minutes indicate that 
there was no regular lodge room. It 
is equally possible, however, that 
when the invaders were forced to 
evacuate, after they had stood a des- 
perate siege and killed Count Pulaski, 
some of them carried away the Amer- 


ican lodge papers. The evacuation 
terms were liberal, officers and men 
of the garrison being allowed to de- 
part for the north in vessels of their 
own navy and to take with them their 
baggage and arms, 

Peter Force was a printer who came 
to Washington from New York in 
4812, rose to affluence and was 
mayor of Washington from 1836 to 
1840. He devoted more than fifty of 


his seventy-eight years to collecting — 


manuscripts, documents, pamphlets, 
newspapers and handbills of historic 
importance and interest, all of which 
he sold to the government, in 1867, 
for the Library of Congress, for 
$100,000. No possible clue to how 
he obtained possession of the Solo- 
mon’s Lodge minutes can be found, 
He may have discovered them while 
rummaging some garret or cellar or 
closet in Maryland, Virginia or New 
England where they had been left by 
some British officer or soldier and lain 
forgotten through half a century. Ob- 
viously no care was taken of the paper 
until Mr, Force secured and pre- 
served it.
